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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 
For THE YEAR 1903-1904. 


The following report of the schools for the past year, together 
with a statistical report for the legal school year ending August 1, 
1903, is respectfully presented to the inhabitants of the school dis- 
trict of Swanzey. 

During the past financial year there has been an average of 
33.58 weeks for the nine different schools, none of them haying had 
less than thirty-three weeks during the year. oe 

The whole number of pupils registered during this time is about 
300, of which 168 are between eight and fourteen years of age, when 
attendance at school is compulsory. 

Most parents in the town seem willing to conform to the state 
law regarding attendance at school. There are, however, a few who 
try to evade it, and it may be necessary in the near future to make 
an example in the enforcement of this law, that these may be better 
able to understand its meaning. 

Four of the nine schools in town are graded, and an attempt has 
been made to arrange the studies in the remaining five so that they 
will conform as nearly as possible with those of the classes in the 
graded schools. 

Ten pupils have availed themselves of the opportunity for the 
first year of high school work and in the same amount of time we 
believe that they have accomplished as much work, and that as thor- 
oughly, as those who have had their tuition paid out of town. 

This amount of tuition saved should make the town willing to 
raise enough extra money to prolong the school year. 

There is a lack of reference books in the schools, and a beginning 
has been made toward supplying this need. 

A fine commodious school building has been erected near Fac- 
tory Village in accordance with a vote taken at the Jast annual meet- 
ing, and this school promises to be one of the largest in town. 
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During the two years preceding the one just closed, it was found 
necessary to make extensive changes in text books, also to supply a 
long felt need for maps to be used in the study of geography and 
history. - These changes and additions involved an expense some- 
what larger than the appropriation for supplies. This deficiency 
has been made up during the past year, partly by applying a por- 
tion of the regular appropriation, and partly by drawing upon the 
town according to the provisions of the law. 

Some of our neighboring towns have united for the purpose of 
employing a superintendent under the law which provides that the 
state shall pay one-half the salary of the person thus employed, the 
other half being divided between the towns uniting to form a super- 
visory district. 

Thus if three towns should unite and employ a superintendent 
commanding a salary of $1,200, the cost to each town would be 
$200. 

An article has been inserted in the warrant, giving the voters of 
the school district of Swanzey an opportunity to avail themselves 
of the benefits of this law, should they desire to do so. 

In conclusion, we would say that we, as members of the school 
board, have in every instance endeavored to procure the best téach- 
ers possible with the means at our command, and we believe that as 
a whole our schools have been successful. ; 

Classes in our graded schools compare favorably with those of 
like grade in other towns of our own state and of Massachusetts. 

We wish the parents might realize more fully the responsibility 
which they have in making our schools a success. 

Only when the parents and teachers work together in unison in 
the training of the child can the best results be obtained. And it 
behooves all good citizens to take an interest in the betterment of 
our public schools, since the future prosperity of the towns and of 
our country depends upon the product of these.
